Sanders edges out 
Buttigieg in NH 


Klobuchar finishes third; Bennet and Yang drop out of the race

MANCHESTER, N.H. — 
Bernie Sanders won New Hamp- 
shire’s presidential primary elec- 
tion Tuesday night, narrowly 
edging moderate rival Pete 
Buttigieg and scoring the first 
clear victory in the Democratic 
Party’s chaotic 2020 nomination 
fight.

Leaders, advocates: Plan 
would have significant 
impact on Connecticut

From dramatic cuts to safety 
net programs to building fewer 
submarines, President Trump’s 
proposed $4.8 trillion budget for 
the 2021 fiscal year could have a 
significant, detrimental impact 
on Connecticut, state leaders 
and advocates say. 

“The cuts President Trump is 
proposing to Medicaid, nutri- 
tion assistance and affordable 
housing are cruel, almost as if 
they’re designed to hurt the 
most vulnerable people in our 
state? Sen. Chris Murphy, a 
member of the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee, said in a 
statement Tuesday, vowing to 
fight against the reductions. 

Trump’s budget proposes 
about $300 billion in cuts to 
Medicaid, federal housing as- 
sistance, and food stamp pro- 
grams, in addition to slashing 
spending on federal disability 
insurance benefits by $70 bil- 
lion. The proposal would cut 
$170 billion from student loan 
programs, partly by eliminating 
subsidized federal student loans 
and ending the public service 
loan forgiveness program (both 
of which appeared in last year’s 
budget but were not adopted by 
Congress). 

“Connecticut is certainly pay- 
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In his win, the 78-year-old 
Sanders, a self-described demo- 
cratic socialist, beat back a strong 
challenge from the 38-year-old 
former Midwestern mayor — two 
men representing different gen- 
erations and wings of their party. 

“This victory here is the begin- 
ning of the end for Donald 
Trump,” Sanders declared. 

As Sanders and Buttigieg cele- 


brated, an unexpectedly strong 
performance from Amy 
Klobuchar gave her a path out of 
New Hampshire as the contest 
moves on to the string of state-by- 
state primary contests that lie 
ahead. Joe Biden and Elizabeth 
Warren posted disappointing re- 
sults and were on track to finish 
with zero delegates from the 
state.

In compromise, John 
Doe will submit to 
disciplinary process

UConn has agreed to give a 
second hearing to a student 
whose claim in a federal suit that 
he was wrongly accused and 
suspended for an alleged sexual 
assault had the potential to put 
the school’s system for investigat- 
ing and punishing sexual miscon- 
duct on trial. 

The agreement comes as col- 
leges and universities are under 
scrutiny of how sexual assault 


cases are handled on campus. 

In a compromise filed in US. 
District Court, the university 
agreed to allow the male student, 
identified in court as John Doe, to 
submit to its disciplinary process 
a second time, but unlike the first 
time, present a defense. The 
agreement applies only to this 
case. 

“UConn agreed to a process 
that is much more likely to result 
in a fair hearing for John Doe,” 
said Doe’s lawyer, Michael Thad 
Allen of Waterford. “It is just a 
shame that John Doe had to go to 
court to get it.
